The  production  of  sugar  beets  in  1921  amounted  to  31,96b, 000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  56,Sb7,0C0  tons  in  1909-1913.

Algeria.-  With  the  exception  of  certain  parts  of  the  country  where 
the  cereal  crops  were  failures,  the  harvests  01  wheat,,  oar.'.ey,  and  Q?#ls 
in  Algeria  are  expected  to  be  sufficient  for  domestic  consumption  but  im- 
ports will  he  required  for  seeding. 

Argentina.-:  The  final  official  estimate  of  the  wheat  production  of 
Argentina  for  1921-22  is  120,6^1,000  bushels,  according  to  a  recent  cable- 
gram from  the  U.  S.  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Buenos  Aires.    This  is  an 
increase  of  25,766,000  bushels  over  the  previous  estimate  and  cf  10,885,000 
bushels  over  the  production' cf  the  previous  year. 

Conditions  of  the  new  small  grain  crops  are  reported  as  being  normal 
WltH  the  exception  of  a  portion  of  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires  wh©'re  the 
flood  damages  are  severe.    Wheat  in  the  north  central  zone  is  too  advanced 
for  the  sea-son  and  tnere  is  danger  of  damage  by  frost. 

Australia.'-  An  unofficial  estimate  places  the  wheat  area  of  the 
1922-23  crop  in  Australia  at  1(0,500,000  acres  an  increase  over  the  9,*+C5,OCO 
acres  planted  in  1921-22.    An  unofficial  report  states  that  on  account  of 
drought  only  about  half  crops  are  expected  in  the  western  and  northern  areas 
of  New  South  Wales. 

China .  -  The  wheat  crop  of  North  Manchuria  has  been  estimated  at 
23,000,CCO  bushels  which  is  a  50  per  cent  increase  over  the  yield  of  last 
year . 

Denmark. -  The  quality  of  the  rye  and  barley  crops  of  Denmark  is  ex- 
pected to  be  very  mash  inferior  to  that  of  last  year,  owing  to  the  ccld, 
wet  weather  cf  the  last  two  months. 

Fr.  gland  and  Wales.-  According  to  the  September  1  forecast  the  wheat 
production  of  England  and  Wales  is  expected  to  be  60,800,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  their  August  estimate  of  03, 040,000  bushels  and  the  final 
estimate  for  1921  of  69, 776,000  bushels. 

Czechoslovakia . -  The  latest  estimate  of  the  wheat  production  cf 
Czechoslovakia,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  cf 
Agriculture  is  30,4p0,0C0  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  cf  3,222,000  bushels 
from  the  production  of  last  year.    Eye  production  this  year  is  estimated  to 
be  U5, 735,000  bushels,  barley  42,lo3,0C0  bushels  and  cats  6k, 435, 000  bu- 
shels, as  compared  with  53,735,000  bushels,  47, 471,000  bushels  and  74,087,000 
bushels  respectively  in  1921. 

Finland. -  She  condition  of  all  small  grain  crops  in  Finland,  except 
rye,  was  somewhat  above  average  up  to  the  middle  of  August.    Bye  was 
slightly  below  average.     la 11  sowing  of  rye  was  taking  place  during  August.

France . -  The  new  wheat  appearing  on  the  markets  in  France  is  re- 
ported to  he  of  excellent  equality,  the  gluten  content  of  the  grain  being 
superior  in  many  cases  to  that  of  last  year.     The  yields  of  rye,  oats  and 
barley  are  reported  to  be  about  average. 

Germany. -  The  quality  of  the  wheat  and  oats  crops  so  far  harvested 
in  Germany  is  reported  to  be  quite  variable.     The  yield  of  each  of  the 
small  grain  crops  is  reported  to  be  considerably  below  that  of  last  year. 
The  oat  crop  is  especially  poor. 

India . -  According  to  an  unofficial  report  India  is  expected  to 
have  about  73  million  bushels  of  wheat  available  for  export. 

Latvia  and  Esthonia. -  The  small  grain  crops  of  Latvia  and  Esthonia 
are  reported  to  be  10  to  15  per  cent  below  average  with  the  exception  of 
flax. 

Rumania . -  Rains  during  the  latter  part  of  August  were  very  bene- 
ficial to  the  autumn  crops  which  were  already  being  sown  in  Rumania.  It 
is  reported  that  Rumania  has  substantial  surpluses  of  oar ley  and  oats 
available  for  export. 

Russia.  -  It- was  stated  about  the  middle  of  August  that  the  winter 
wheat  yield  in  Russia  was  very  uneven,  under  U  bushels  to  the  acre  in 
parts  of  Samara  and  17.7  bushels  in  parts  of  .Kursk.     The  condition  of 
spring  wheat  on  August  10  was  reported  to  be  above  average  in  the  north- 
ern provinces,  in  ohe  northern  black  earth  region  and  in  Siberia.  Har- 
vesting was  completed  in  the  Volga  region.     Yields  in  the  Don  provinces 
were  reported  to  be  17.7  bushels  to  the  acre  and  in  Samara  g.9  bushels. 
The  crop  of  the  lower  Volga  was  very  poor.     The  winter  rye  crop  is  general- 
ly reported  to  be  average  or  slightly  above  average  except  in  the  north- 
western and  parts  of  the  western  provinces  where  the  condition  is  below 
average.

Sweden. -  The  yields  of  the  small  grains  in  southern  Sweden  are  ex- 
pected to  be  average  or  a  little  better.    Barley  is  promising  an  ample 
crop.     On  account  of  the  heavy  rainfall  and  lack  of  sunshine  the  quality 
of  the  grains  is  not  expected  to  be  as  good  as  that  of  last  year. 

Urixguay_.-  Excessive  rains  have  interfered  with  agricultural  opera- 
tions in  Uruguay,  and  the  prospects  are  generally  poor. 
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Azores .  -  The  corn  crcp  cf  the  Azores  is  reported,  to  be  a  failure 
this  year  oeca-j.se  cf  the  lack  of  rain.     It  is  expected  that  an  import  of 
500  tens  will  be  necessary,  whereas  in  normal  years  the  islands  proati.ee 
enough  to  supply  the  domestic  requirement. 

Canada . -  The  crop  of  corn  for  husking  in  Canaaa  is  now  expected 
to  yield  14-. 909, OCC  bushels  as  compared  with  14,904,003  bushels  last  year. 

Hungary. -  The  condition  of  the  corn  crop  in  Hungary  the  middle  cf 
August  was  slightly  below  average,  having  suffered  irom  the  leng  drought. 

Italy.  -  The  com  crop  of  the  Piedmont  Department  of  Italy  is  re- 
ported to  be  about  9  Fsr  cent  less  than  the  harvest  of  last  year.  Har- 
vesting reports  on  the  corn  crop  of  Italy  in  general  confirm  the  fore- 
casts of  a  poor  crop.     Pains  which  came  the  first  part  cf  September  were 
too  late  to  benefit  the  crop. 

Rumania . -  Sains  auring  the  latter  part  of  August  materially  helped 
the  corn  crop  of  Rumania  which  had  been  suffering  from  drought,  and  an 
average  crop  is  extacted.    Rumania  is  reported  to  have  a  million  tons 
availaole  for  export. 

Union  of  SwUth  Africa.-  It  is  reported  that  the  latest  estimate  of 
the  corn  crop  made  by  the  South  African  department  of  Agriculture  is 
13,371,000  ousheis  less  than  the  crop  for  1920-21  «vhen  the  narvest  amounte 
to  43,320,000  bushels.     The  quantity  available  for  expert  is  expected  to 
be  very  small.

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THE  ALMOND  CROP  OF  ITALY,   SPAIN  AND  PORTUGAL. 

The  almond  crop  of  the  Bari  province  in  the  Department  of  Apulia,  the 
greatest  almond  producing  district  of  Italy,   is  expected  to  be  a  bumper  crop 
this  year,  amounting  to  between  77,000,000  and'  S3, 000,000  pounds  of  shelled 
almonds,  as  compared  with  a  normal  commercial  production  of  55 > 000,000  to 
66,000,000  pounds  and  the  crop  .is  now  considered  safe  from  damage    of  any  sort. 
The  quality  of  the  nuts  is  not  expected  to  be  as  good  as  that'  of  last  year's 
crop.    Prospects  for  the  yield  in  other  parts  of  Italjr  and  for  Spain  are  also 
for  a  plentiful  crop  of  the  poorer  grades  but  less  than  usual  of  the  better 
grades.    Reports  indicate  a  heavy  crop,  in  Portugal.    The  crop  of  France  is  re- 
ported to  be  poor. 

The  production  of  almonds  in  all  Italy  for  I921  was  officially  estimated 
to  be  207,012,000  pounds  and  for  1920  it  was  303,353,000  pounds.    The  production 
of  almonds  in  Spain  in  1920-21  has  been  given  out  by  the  Ccmite  Informativa  de 
Producciones  Agricolas  as  237, 326, 000.  pounds  gathered  from  IS, 299,660  trees,  on 
an  area  of  19^,570  acres.    The  following  table  of  exports  quoted  from  official 
sources  by  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  gives  some  idea  of  the  commercial  crop

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THE  COTTON  CHOP  OF  1922-2 3. 

According  to  reports  received  to  date  the  outlook  for  the  cotton 
crop  this  year  is  for  a  slightly  larger  harvest  than  last  year,  although 
it  is  too  early  in  the  year  to  make  any  definite  forecast*    The  cotton 
acreage  of  the  United  States  increased  10  per  cent  over  the  acreage 
planted  last  year,  and  that  of  Egypt  increased  13  per  cent.    The  area 
planted  to  cotton  in  India  this  year  up  to  the  first  of  August,  which 
normally  should  represent  about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  crop,  was  U 
per  cent  greater  than  the  amount  planted  up  to  the  same  date  last  year*

Reports  on  the  condition  of  the  crop  are  generally  fairly  satisfactory.  The 
United  States  crop  WkS  reported  to  be  in  better  condition  on  August  25  than  it  .vas 
at  that  time  last  year,  although  it  was  considerably  below  the  average  cofi&ition 
for  that  date,    according  to  latest  reports  the  conditions  in  India  are  generally 
satisfactory.     Good  crops  are  reporter  in  Brazil  and  China.

It  is  estimated  that  less  flax  has  been  planted  in  Belgium  this 
year  than  last  year  when  the  estimated  area  was  37,000  acres,  which,  in 
turn,  was  13,000  acres  less  than  the  average  amount  planted  the  last  five 
years  before  the  war.

FLAX  IN  RUSSIA. 

The  flax  crop  of  Russia  has  been  attached  by  the  insect  Plusia 
Gamma,  one  of  the  worst  enemies  of  this  plant.    Whole  flax  fields  in. 
many  localities  of  the  flax  growing  regions  have  been  completely  destroyed. 

Exact  information  on  the  extent  of  the  damage  is  not  available  but 
serious  fears  are  felt  by  the  flax  and  linen  trade,  as  not  only  the  flax 
in  the  fields  is  destroyed  but  the  seed  reserve  may  likewise  be  destroyed. 

The  stocks  at  the  beginning  of  the  summer  in  1922  were  estimated 
to  be  hardly  more  than  22,000  short  tons  of  which  at  least  a  third  were  of 
inferior  kinds.     The  linen  industry  even  at  the  present  time  needs  no  less 
than  3^,00C  tons  a  year  including  the  necessary  stocks.
